In view of these facts th en , how 
dangerous is th e proposition to turn 
over to the F ederal G overnm ent all 
th e railroads fu rn ish in g m eans of 
transportation for m oving th e crops 
and even th e crops them selves. A 
strong G overnm ent at W ashington 
•with th e peoples’ m eans of subsist­ 
ence in its hands, and more, th e 
m eans of transportation by w hich 
th e food products and m oney crop of 
tho country could bo m oved 
from 
p o in t to point, w ould have thepeoplo 
a t its m ercy and could star^'e th em 
into snbm ission to any 
of 
its de 
m ands.

counts covers three years, running to 
December 31, 1774. During 1773 the 
Í, debits and credits ran along about 
6veh, but he was still behind by rea-

he struck in 1872 at W illiamsburgh. 
There are in all thiity-six items on 
the debit side of the account and 
twenty-seven on the credit.

tries at W illiamsburgh than any 
Other. 
There is no evidence to show w hat 
particular game was played, whether 
• euchre, whist, old sledge, or a game 
th a t a former minister to England 
wrote, long after W ashington’s time, 
was played “between explosions” on 
ftteamhoats plying the western riv­ 
ets. 
By turning one leaf of the ledger 
we get a little more light respecting 
the item given above “cash won at 
Boucher’s.” On the n est page is a 
personal account with “The Ilever- 
end Mr. Boucher,” which wonld in- 
'dicate th at even preachers played for 
Stakes in those days, at least that 
there was a game of that sort at the 
Itev. Mr. 
Boucher’s house. 
The 
Charges in the account against the 
preacher appears to bo for money 
loaned at sundry times am ounting 
L in all to £4 lOs. The loans were not 
repaid, for some years afterward, 
W ashington balanced bis account by 
entering upon the “ contra” side: 


By loss, Rev; Mr. Boucher having 
removed to E ngland.................4£ 10 s. 


The scrupulous care with which 
• W ashington kept this “ play” ac­ 
count, as he did all others, is shown 
t>y a column in which, opposite each 
loss or winning, is entered the page 
Of the daybook from which it is post­ 
ed. The same items appear under 
the proper dates in his cash account, 
- the winning under “receipts” 
as 
“ won at Curds” or “ at play,” and his 
losses under the head of “ expendi­ 
tures.” 
In September, 1778, the future fa­ 
ther of his country appears to have 
bad something of a “Jark” at the 
•CftCes. I And the following in his 
Cash account:

I t appears by a mem.or!.;\dum that 
W ashington was to be allowed a 
commission of $1 on each ticket sold. 
Evidently he disposed of considera­ 
bly more than lOQ tickets in all, as 
he charges “ The Right Hon. Lord 
Sterling” with cash therefor to the 
am ount of £240—about $1,200. 
He 
took the am ount of his commission 
in tickets, but there is no record that 
ho drew any prizes.

On. the same pages W ashington has 
another account. 
H e charges the 
“Rev’d Mr. Magowan” with “ twelve 
tickets in the Delaware Lottery put 
into your hands to sell. The “ con­ 
tra” shows that theiireacher sold the 
tickets and turned in the money:

In one of the notes which frequent­ 
ly occur upon the pages of W ashing­ 
ton’s account books by way of ex­ 
planation it is set forth that for sev­ 
eral years, beginning at about 1763, 
he was associated with a number of 
other gentlemen in a scheme to drain 
and reclaim the Dismal Swamp. 
One item of 15£ 5s lOd is eutered in 
May,. 1763, for “ expenses in visiting 
and examining the swamp the first 
tim e,” followed by a statem ent of 
"sundry sums of 3£ put in by Messrs. 
Lewis, Bassett, W alker and myself 
on our first trip to the Dismal 
Swamp.” 
Dr. SValker and W ashington seem 
to have visited the swamp frequently 
to luspect the progress of the work, 
and the expenses of these trips were 
carefully charged up to the “Dismal 
Swamp.” W'ho W alker was does 
not appear. H e is sometimes recor­ 
ded as “Dr. ” in other places as “M r. ” 
and often as plain “W alker,” with 
out any frills. B ut the account fur­ 
nishes abundant evidence of., their 
conviviality wliile on those trips. 
There were “jamborees” in those ear­ 
ly days. The brief story of one of 
them is told in the following entry:

I t is 
highly probable that here and there 
may be found to-day a business man 
who indulges in exhilerating bever­ 
ages, and has an occasional “jam ­ 
boree,” but it may be doubted wheth­ 
er any enter them in their cash ac­ 
counts as honestly as W ashington 
did. In his capacity as his own 
bookkeeper ho was evidently actua­ 
ted by the same principle that gov­ 
erned him in telling his father that 
he hacked down the cherry tree with 
his little hatchet. 
W hen he spent 
money f or “ toddy, ’ ’ or lost it at cards, 
he said so, instead of seeking to hide 
them under that broad mantle, “ sun­ 
dries” or “contingent expenses”— 
which in these láter years "covers a 
m ultitude of sins” on the part of in­ 
dividuals as well as congressional 
and municipal j unketing committees. 
But realiy £.5—$25—should furnish 
a pretty stiff supply of “ toddy for 
self, W alker and others,” unless 
there was a numerous crowd of “oth­ 
ers.”

A aUEAT- OEATION. 


JEKFEUSOX BAVIS TllE TIIEJiE. 


Extr.aets from the Great Oration ofSen- 
atonDaniels, of Ahrginia, on Jeff­ 
erson I)avi.Sj Before the Leg­ 
islature of Virginia. 


TJIE 0SA.TJ0X. 


Ho said: 
Mr. Speaker, Gentlemen of the Gen­ 
eral Assembly of Virginia, Ladies 
and Gentlemen—Noble 
are the 
words of Cicero when he tells us that 
“ it is,the firstand fundamental law of 
histoiy that it should neither dare to 
say anything th at is false or fear to 
say anything that is true, nor give 
any, just suspicion of favor or disaf- 
feotibn.” 
No less high a standard m ust be in­ 
voked in considering the life, charac­ 
ter and services of Jefferson Davis, a 
great man of a great epoch; whose 
nam e is blended with the renown of 
American arm s and wdth civil glories 
of the Cabinet and the Congress hall 
—a son of t'ne South who became the 
head of a confederacy more populous 
and more extensive than that for 
w hich i Jeflerson wrote the Declara­ 
tion of Independence, and the com- 
mander-in-chief of armies greater 
than.those of which W ashington was 
the general. H e swayed senates and 
led the soldiers of the Union—and he 
stood accused of treason in a court of 
justice. He s.iw victory sweep illus­ 
trious battle-fields; and he became a 
captive. 
He ruled millions and he was put 
in chains. 
H e created a nation; he followed its 
bier; he wrote its epitaph, and he 
died a disfranchised citizen. 
B ut though great in ail vicissi­ 
tudes and tri.als, he was greatest in 
th a t fqrtano which, lifting him first 
to the loftiest heights and casting 
Him thence to the depths of disap­ 
pointm ent, found Him everywhere 
the erect and constant friend of truth. 
H e conquered him.self and forgave 
his enemies, but he bent to none but 
God.: . 
No public luau was ever subjected 
to sterner ordeals of character or 
closer scrutiny of conduct. He was 
in the public gaze for nearly half a 
century; and in the fate which at 
iast.pyerwlie!med the Southern Con- 
federáóy and its President its official 
records and private papers fell into 
the hands of his enemies. 
W ary eyes now searched to see if 
ho had overstepped the bounds which 
the laws of war have set to action; 
an d 'cbuid such evidence be found 
wratliful hearts would have cried for 
vengeance. B ut though every hiding 
place was opened, and reward was 
ready for any who would betray the 
secfeta of the Captive Chief, whose 
armies were scattered, and whose 
hands were chained—though the sea 
gaye ,up‘ its dead in the convulsion of 
his country—there could bo found no 
guilty fact, and accusing tongues 
weresileiicad. 
‘'VVntifever record leepcdlo ilgl't, 
Ills nliinc could not be shaniecl.” 


Icotild not indeed, nor would I 
divest myself of those identities and 
partialities which make me one w ith 
the people of whom he was chief in 
their supreme conflict. But surely if 
records were stainless and enemies 
were dumb, and if the principals now 
pronounce favorable judgm ent upon 
the agent, notwithstanding that he 
failed, there can be no suspicion of 
undue favor on the part of those who 
do him honor; and the contrary in­ 
clination could only spring from dis­ 
affection. 
The people of the South knew Jef­ 
ferson Davis. H e mingled his daily 
life with theirs under the eager ken 
of those who had bound up with him 
all that life can cherish. 
To his hands they consigned their 
destinies, and under his guidance 
they committed the lands they loved 
vrith husbands, fathers, sbns and 
brothers to the God of Battles. 
Buin, wounds and death became 
their portion. And jmt this people 
do declare that Jefferson D.avis was 
an unselfish patriot and a noble gen­ 
tlem an , that as the trustee of the 
highest 
trusts 
that 
man 
can 
place in man he was clear and faith­ 
ful ; and that in his high office he ex­ 
hibited those grand heroic attributes 
which were w orthy of its dignity and 
of their struggle for independence. 
Thus it was that when the news 
came tl\at he was no more there was 
no Southern home th at did not pass 
under a shadow of affliction. 
Thus 
it was that .the Governors of Com­ 
monwealths boro his body to the 
tomb, and that m ultitudes gathered 
from afar to bow in reverence. Thus 
it was that throughout the South the 
scarred soldiers, the widowed wives, 
the kindred of those who died in the 
battle which he delivered, m et to 
give utteronce to their respect and 
sorrow. Thus it was th at the Gener­ 
al Assembly of Virginia is now con­ 
vened to pay their tribute. Comple­ 
ter testim ony to human worth was 
never given, and thus it will ho that, 
the South w ill build a monument to 
record their verdict th at he was true 
to his people, his conscience, and his 
God; and no stone th at covers the 
dead will be worthier of the Boman 
legend: 
“ Clarus et virfortissim iis.” 
The life now closed was one of con­ 
flict from youth to manhood, and 
from manhood to the grave. Before 
he was a man in years ho was an ofli- 
cer in the service of his country, and 
intermissions of m ilitary and civil 
services were but spent in burnishing 
the weapons w hich were to shine in 
the clash of opposing interests. 
The scenes of the hearthstone and 
of the cloisters of friendship and re­ 
ligion have had no place on that largo 
canvass which portrays the great 
events of national existence; and 
those who come forth from them 
equipped and strong to wrestle and 
contend leave often behind the por­ 
tion of their life work which, could 
others know them, rvould reverse ail 
conceptions of character and turn 
aversion to affection. 
Tliose who knew Jefferson Davis in 
intim ate relation honored him most 
and loved him. Genial and gentle, 
approachable to all, especially re­ 
gardful of the .humble and the low­ 
ly, affable in conversation, and en­ 
riching it from the amplest stores of 
a refined and cultured mind, he faci- 
natcd those who came within the 
circles of his ' society and endeared 
them to him. Beserved as to him­ 
self, be bore the afflictions of a dis­ 
eased body w ith scant .allusion even 
when it became needful to plead 
them in self-defense. W ith bandaged 
eyes and weak from suffering he 
would come from a couch of pain to 
vote on i)ublic issues, and for over 
twenty years, with the sight of one 
eye gone, he dedicated ^i;is labors to 
the vindication of the South irom the 
aspersions -which misconception and 
passions had engendered. 
A t over four-score years ho died, 
■with harness on, his pen yet bright 
and trenchant, his m entel eye un­ 
dimmed, his soul athirst for peace, 
justice, and fraternity, breathing his 
last breath iu clearing the memories 
of the Lost Confederacy. 
Clear and strong in intellect, proud, 
high-minded, sensitive, self-willed, 
but not self centred; self-.assorvative 
for his cause, but never for his own 
advancement; aggressive and impe­ 
rious as are ne.arly all men fit for 
leadership: w ith the sturdy virtues 
th at command respect, but with.aut 
the diplomacies that con’ciliate hos­ 
tility, ho was one o£ those characters 
that naturally makes -(varm friends 
and bitter enemies; a veritable man, 
“ terribly iu earnest,” such as Carlyle 
loved to count among the heroes. 
Such a mar. can never he under­ 
stood while strife lasts; and little did 
they understand him who thought 
him selfish, cold or cruel. AA’’hen he 
came to Eichmond as your President 
your generous people gave him a 
home and he declined it. A lter the 
war when dependent on his labor for 
the bread of his family kind friends 
tendered him a purse. Gracefully re­ 
fusing, “Send it,” he said, “ to the 
poor aiid suffering soldiers and their 
families.” 
His heart was full of 
melting charity and in the Confeder­ 
ate days the com plaint was that his 
many pardons relaxed discipline, and 
that he would not let the sentences 
of m ilitary courts ho executed. Not 
a human being ever believed for an 
instant the base imputation that he 
appropriated Coi'.federato 
U - 
distributed the last to the soldiers. 


and “ the fact is,” he wiote to a 
friend, “ that I staked all my property 
and reputation on the defense of 
States’ rights and constitutional lib­ 
erty as I understand them. The first 
I spent in the causo, except what was 
saved and appropriated or destroyed 
by the enemy; the last has beenper- 
persiateutly assailed by all which 
falsehood could invent and malignity 
employ.” 
He -^’ould have turned with loath­ 
ing from misuse of a prisoner, for 
there was no characteristio of Jeffer­ 
son Davis more' marked than his re­ 
gard for the weak, the helpless and 
the captive. By act of the Confed­ 
erate Congress and by general orders 
the same rations served to the Con­ 
federates were issued to theprisoner.s, 
though taken from the stalving army 
and peoiDle. 
Brutal and base was the effort to 
stigmatize him a s a conspirator to 
m altreat prisoners, hut better for him 
that it was made, for while he was 
himself yet in prison t’ao evidences 
of his hum anity were so overwhelm­ 
ing that finally slander stood abash­ 
ed and malignity rccoiied. 
Even at Andersonville, where the 
hot summer sun was of course dis.as- 
trous to men of the N orthern clime, 
well nigh as many of tlieir guard 
died as of them. 
W ith sixty thousand more Federal 
prisoners in the South than there 
were Confederate prisoners in the 
North, six thousand more Confeder­ 
ates thaji Fecierals died in prison. A 
cyclone of rhetoric cannot shake this 
mouutaiu of fact, and these facts are 
alike immovable. 
1. He tried to get the prisoners ex­ 
changed by the cartel agreed on, Imt 
as soon as an excess of jirisoners was 
iu Federal hands this was refused. 
2. A delegation of the prisoners 
themselves was sent to W ashington 
to represent the situation and the 
pica of hum anity for exchange. 
L Vice-President 
Stephens 
was 
scut to see President Lincoln by 
President Davis and urge exchange, 
i:i order “ to restrict the calamities of 
a r;” but he was denied audience. 
4. Twice—iu.-January, 18<>4, and in 
January, lSü-5—President Davis pro­ 
posed through Commis.siocer Ould 
that each side should send surgeons, 
and allow money, food, clothing, and 
medicines to be sent to prisoners, but 
no answer came. 
5. Unable to get medicines in the 
Confederacy, oiler was made to buy 
them from the United States for tlie 
sole use of Federal prisoners. No 
ans-w'er was made. 
G. Then offer was made to deliver 
the sick and wounded w ithout anj’ 
equivalent in exchange. 
There vras 
no reply for months. 
7. Finally, and as .soon as the U nit­ 
ed States* would receive tiiem, thou­ 
sands of both siek and well were de­ 
livered without exchange. 
Tlie record le.aves no doubt as to 
the responsibility for refusal to ex­ 
change. General G rant assumed it, 
saying iu his letter of August 18, 1864: 
“It is h.ard on our men in Koufuern 
prisons not to exchange tliem , but it 
is hum anity to those left in the ranks 
to fight our battles. If we commence 
a system of exchanges w hich liber­ 
ates all prisoners taken we will have 
to fight on until the whole South is 
exterm inated. 
If wc hold . those 
caught they ajnount to no more than 
dead men. A t this particular tim e 
to release all Eebel prisoners Nortli 
would insure Sherm an’s defeat and 
would compromise our own safety 
here.” 
Alexander H . Stephens declared 
that the effort to fi.x odium on Presi­ 
dent Davis constituted “one of the 
boldest and baldest attem pted out­ 
rages upon the tru th of history which 
has ever been essayed.” 
Charles A. Dana, of .the New Y'ork 
Sun, formerly Assistant Secretary of 
W ar, nobly vindicated President Da­ 
vis while he lived, declared him “ al­ 
together acquitted” of the charge, 
and said of him dead, “A majestic 
soul has passed.” 
W hen General Lee congratulated 
his army on the victories of Bich- 
mond, he said to them : “ Your hu­ 
m anity CO the wounded aud the pris­ 
oners was the fit and crowning glory 
of yonr valor.” 
And couid that 
arm y now m arch by, they would lift 
those laurels from their bayonets and 
throw them upon the grave of tlie 
Confederate I’residcnt. : 
Eesentiaent wreaked itself upon 
him ore these 
truths 
were 
fully 
known aud while indeed passion 
turned a deaf ear to them . And if be 
struck back w hat ju st m an can ’ol.ame 
him ? W itii a rew ard of ^100,000 of­ 
fered for him as an assassin, indicted 
for treason, and imprisoned for two 
years .and denied a trial; hancuffed 
like a common ruffiah; put in solita­ 
ry confinement, a silent sentinel and 
a bl.azing light at watch on his every 
motion, where is there a creature who 
can call him self a m an who could 
condemn—aye, who does not sympa­ 
thize '.vith the goaded innocence and 
the righteous indignation w ith which 
he spurned the accusations and de- 
nouaceu the accinsers ? 
B ut whatever he suffered the gran­ 
deur of his soul lifted him above the 
feelings of hatred and malice. 
W hen G rant Lay stricken on Mount 
MeGiegor ho was roqaostcd to write a 
criticism of his m ilitary career. H e 
declined for tivo reasons: ‘ ‘Firs t Gen. 
Gr.ant is dying. Sooond, though he 
invaded our country v/ith a ruthless, 
it was ivith :v„ open hand, and, as far 
as 1 know, he abetted neither arson 


nor pillage, and has since' the war, I 
believe, shown, no m alignity to the 
Confederates either of the m ilitary or 
civil service; therefore, instead of 
seeking to disturb the quiet of his 
closing hours, I -would, if it ayere in 
m y : power, • contribute to the peace 
of his. m ind and the comfort^ of his 
body.” This ivas no ne-w, horn-feel­ 
ing. ■ A t Fortress Monroe when suf­ 
fering the tortures of bodily pain in 
an unwholesorqe, ...prison, and the 
worse tortures of á hum iliating and 
cruel confinement which make man 
blush for his kind to recall them, he 
yet in the solitude of his cell, shared 
only by his faithful pastor, took the 
Holy Communion which commemo­ 
rates the blood and the broken body 
of Christ Jesus, and ;bo-\ving to God, 
declared his heart at peace with him 
and man. 
As free from envy as lie was from 
malice, he was foremost in recogniz­ 
ing, applauding, and eulogizing the 
great character and achiévemente of 
General B. E . Leo, -Uiud’‘aVith his 
almost dying hand he wove -a chap­ 
let of evergreen beauty to lay upon 
bis honored brow. 


n iO I D A D IIE K B A N C E TO P H i:.C IP I.E . 
sternly did he stand for iirinciple. 
H e was no courtier, no flatterer, no 
word magician, no time-server, no 
demagogue unless that -word shako 
from it the contfiininations 
of 
its 
abuse and return 
to 
its 
pristine 
meaning—a leader of the people. 
Like K ing David’s was his coai- 
mand, “ There shall no deceitful man 
dwell in my house.” 
A pure and 
lofty spirit breathed through liis ev­ 
ery utterance, which, like the Parian 
stone, revealed in its.polish the fine­ 
ness ot the grain. 
I c.an recall no 
public man who in the m idst of such 
sliiiliug, and perplexing scenes of 
strife inaintained so firmly the con­ 
sistency of his 'principies, aud wlio, 
despite the shower of darts ibatliurl- 
ed around his head, triumpliod so 
completely over every dishonoring 
im putation. It was because those 
who knew his faith kuciv always 
where to find him, and wherever 
found he proclaimed that faith as the 
standard bearer unfurls his colors. 
He was always ready to follow his 
principles to theirlogical conclusion, 
to become at any sacrifice 
their 
cham pion; to face defeat in their de­ 
fence, and U) die, if need be, rather 
than disguise or recant them. 
Advocating the Mexican v.-ar wiiile 
a member of the House of Benresen- 
tatives from Misssissippi, he re.sign- 
ed his seat there to take command oí 
a Mississippi regiment 
aud share 
the hardships and dangers of the 
field. 
W hen later his party in jMississippi 
seemed to be losing ground, and Gen­ 
eral Quitman, its candidate for Gov­ 
ernor, 
retired, a popular election 
giving forecast of 
7,500 
majority 
against him , Jefferson-Davis resign­ 
ed his seat in the United States Sen­ 
ate to accept its leaderchip aud be­ 
come its nominee, and w ith such ef­ 
fect did he rally its ranks th at he came 
w ithin 1,000 votes of election. 
■AVhen he turned homeward from 
Me.xico the laurelled hero of Buena 
Vista, he was 
eyerywhere 
hailed 
with acclamation, and a commission 
as brigadier-general of volunteers iu 
the United States arm y was tendered 
him by President Poik. 
AVe 
may 
well conceive with what pride the 
young soldier, uot yet forty years of 
age, would welcome so rare an hon­ 
or in the eherishqd profeásiou.-H’hich 
had kindled his youthful ardor, and 
in which iie liad become now so sig­ 
nally distinguished. 
B ut he liad taught tiie doctrine that 
the State and not the Federal Gover- 
m eut was the true 
constitutional 
fountain of such an honor, and from 
another hand he would not bend his 
knightly brow to receive it. 
And 
yet later on when summoued from 
the irrivacy of home to a place in the 
Cabinet of President Pierce he de­ 
clined bec.au.se ho believed it to be 
his duty to remain in Mississippi aud 
wrestle for the cause wi Ur which he 
was identified. Thus did he aban­ 
don or decline the liighest dignities 
of civil and m ilitary life always put­ 
ting principle in the lead and him ­ 
self anywhere that would best sup­ 
port it. 
Personal virtues .and public servi­ 
ces are .so different in essence and ef­ 
fect that nation.s often glorify those 
whose private characters are detesta­ 
ble, and condemn others who possess 
the most admirable traits. The no- 
terious vices of Marboroughstood uot 
in the way of the titles, honors, and 
estates which England heaped on the 
hero of Blenheim, and the nobleness 
of Eobert Em m et did not shield the 
champion of 
Irish 
independence 
from the scaffold. 
B ut tlie men of history cannot be 
thus dismissed from the bar of pub­ 
lic judgem ent with verdicts wrung 
from the pnssicn of an hoar. 
There 
is a court of appeals in the calmer 
life, and the clearer intelligence of 
nations, .and whenever the inherent 
rights or the moral ideas anderiying 
t'ne mo-i'ements of society are brought 
in question the personal qualities, 
the honor, the comprehension, the 
coustauey of its leading spirits m ust 
contribute largely to the final judgc- 
mcnt. In this forum personal and 
public character are.blended, for iu 
great 
conjuctures 
it 
is 
largely 
through their representative- 
that wc m ust interpret the genius oí 
peoples. 
It ayas fortunate for tlio- South, fo* 


America aud for hum anity that at 
the head of the South in war was a 
true type of its honor, character and 
history—a man whose clearrectitude 
preserved every complication from 
impeachment ot bad -faith; a patriot 
whose love of i aw and liberty -were 
param ount to .all 
expedieucies; a 
commander whose moderation and 
firmness could restraiu and whose 
lofty passion and courage could in­ 
spire; a publicist whose intellectual 
powers and attainm ents made him 
the peer of any statesm an who has 
championed the rights of ’ Common­ 
w ealths in debate, or stood at the 
helm when the ship of State encoun­ 
tered the tem pest of civil commo­ 
tion. 
: r , 
In the tremendous storm which has 
seareely yet subsided, Jeflerson Da­ 
vis never once forgot that he was a 
constitutional President under the 
lim its of the fundam ental law ot the 
Confederate Bepublic. Some thought 
that he m ight have imparted a- fierc­ 
er energy to his sore pressed battal­ 
ions liad he grasped the purse aud 
the sword, seized the reins of a dicta­ 
tor, and pushed the enterprise of war 
to its most exigent endeavor. But 
never once did ambition tem pt or 
stress of circumstances drive him to 
adm it the thought, at Avar as it Avas 
Avith the xiriuoipies of the revolution 
Avhicli he had led and Avitli the gen­ 
ius of the 
Southern 
people. He 
stood for coiistitution.al right. 
To 
him it AA'as the Bock of Ages. 
AVho 
does not iioaa’ rejoice tijat he Avas in- 
ilexihle? 
H ad a man leas sober-minded and 
less strong than he, been in his 
place the Confederacy Avould not on­ 
ly have gone doAvn in .material ruin 
—it Avould iiaA'e been buried in dis­ 
grace. Excesses sure to bring retri­ 
bution in the end Avould h.ave blotted 
its career and weakness Avould h.ave 
stripped its fate of dignity. Idism iss, 
therefore, tlic linAVorty criticism that 
he should haA-e negotiated peace in 
February, lSG-5, Avhen Hon. Francis 
B lair came inform.ally to Eichmond, 
and Avhen, as the result of his mission 
Messrs Stephens, H unter and Camp­ 
bell' met President Lincoln .and Sec­ 
retary SeAvard in conference at Ham p­ 
ton Itosds. 
Beports InaA'c been cir­ 
culated that at time ])eace could hÚA-é 
been secured upon a basis of a return 
to the Union, Avith paym ent of some 
sort to southern oAvners for their 
emancipated slaves. There 
is 
no 
foundation for sucli belief. The idea 
AvUich led to the cbnference Avas that 
of Mr. Blair—that the Conteder.ate 
cause being hopeless, the Confeder­ 
ate leaders could be induced to wheel 
their columns into line Avitli those of 
the Union arm y noAV thundering at 
their gates and then march 
off to 
Mexico to assert the Monroe doctrine 
and expel M aximilian, the usurping 
Emperor, from 
his 
throne. But 
AA'hen President Lincoln and Secreta­ 
ry Steward appeared no proi>osal of 
any kind aa'us made but uncondition­ 
al surrender. This Avas reported and 
of course declined. Ea-cu had com­ 
pensation for slaA'cs been proposed 
the Confederate soldiers Avould huA-e 
repudiated such term s as conditions 
of surrender. True they Avere in dire 
distress. 
AVheu scarce a handful 
Johnston could ouiy harass Sherman 
in the South, and tlic men of Lee 
could see from their 
trenches 
the 
m ighty sAvarms marshalling in their 
front. The stai-A-ation that cUitehed 
at their throats plunged its dagger 
to their hearts as they thought of 
loA'ed ones famisiiing .at liome. But 
the braA'e men Avbo still clung to their 
tattered standards kncAV naught of 
the art or practice 
of 
surrender. 
They tliought of Valley Forge and 
saAV bej-ond i t 'YorktoAvn. 
H ad' not 
A'V'ashington thought of the mount­ 
ains of AVest Augusta Avheu driven 
from his 
stroughoids? 
AVhy 
not 
they? H ad not Jackson left the leg­ 
acy “AVhat is life Avithout honor? 
Dishonor is Avorse than death.” Tliey 
could not comprehend the idea ot 
surrender, for AA'ere they uot their 
fathers’ sons ? 
They would rather haA-c died than 
surrender then, and they were right. 
Eevolullons irajily the impossibility 
of compromise. 
They never begin 
until overtures are ended. Onee be­ 
gun there there is no halfway house 
betAveen victory and death, and they 
can only die Avith honor in the last 
ditch. 
H a d su rren der com e before its n e­ 
c e s sity AA’as m a n ife st to .all m a n k in d , 
rep roach , 
dcri.sion, 
and contem iJt, 
feu d , 
fa ctio n , 
and 
recrim in ation 
Avould h a v e b ro u g h t an afterm at'n of 
d isord er an d terror; an d h ad it been 
b ased on su ch term s as th o se Avhich 
critics h a v e su g g ested a gloriou s rev ­ 
o lu tio n w o u ld h a v e b een sn u ffed ou t 
lik e a fa r th in g ca n d le in a m iserab le 
b arter ab ou t th e ran som of sla v e s. 
I t Avas well for all that it AA’as 
fought to the finish without compro­ 
mise either teudereii or entertained. 
The fact that it was so fought out 
gave finality to its result and avoII- 
nigh extingiii.shedits embers with its 
flames. No drop of blood betv/eeu 
Petersburg and 
Appomattox—not 
one in the last charge AA'as sho.d in 
vain. Peace witii honor m ust pay 
its lArice, eA’en if th.at price bo life it­ 
self and it is because the South paid 
th a t price w ith no m iser’s hand tliat 
her s'urvlving soiilier's carried liome 
Avith them the “cnnscioiisne.sa of du­ 
ty faifhtuliy iicrfovmed.” AVe should 
rejoice th at if Avealt men v.'avered be­ 
fore t'ae end neith.er Jefferson Davis, 
nor Eobt, I.ee, nor Joseph Johnston 
,Avav'ered. 
Thotig'n tl 
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comiAcers could not achieve the iu- 
dependence of the Confederacy they 
did preserve , the independent and 
unshamed spirit of their peojAle. 
And it is in that spirit noAv that men 
of tlie South find their shield against 


The ages will SAveep on - 
and “rift the hills, roll the Avators, 
flash the lightnings, weigh the sun." 
The AV’h ite sails of commerce, -will 
thicken on your river.and the smoke . 
of increasing factories will blacken,

welcome to the brotherhood of noble 
men, and their incentive to noble 
and unselfish deeds.

AVhen burst the sulphurous storm 
the undaunted hero dropped the visor 
of his helm et and stood there to die.”

The orator at this point sketched 
the pris’ate, m ilitary and civil life, 
of Mr. Davis, showing clearly that

a l l 
circumstances. 
He 
shoAved that the people of the-North 
were clearly responsible for 
both

ciple aud honor could do to lAreserA’c 
the Union and saA’o the country the 
horrors of Avar. Concluding his great 
speech he said: 


“And noAv liiat Avar is flagrant, far 
aud AVide on laud on sea and river, 
over-m ountain and plain, rolls the 
red battle tide, and rises the lofty 
cheer. The son falls, the old father 
steps in his place. The father falls 
the stripling of the playground rush­ 
es to the front; the boy becomes a 
man. 
Lead fails, old battle fields 
are raked OA-er, children gather up 
bullets as they Ai’ould pluck berries, 
household ornaments and utensils 
are broken, aud all are mo’ulded into 
missiles of Avar.

The battle horse is killed, the 
ship goes dOAvu; the unhorsed trooii- 
er and the unshipped tar trudge 
along Avith the infantry. The border 
States are SAvept aAA’ay from the Con­ 
federacy, tlie remaining ones gird 
their loins the tighter. Afirginia is 
diA’ided; there is enough of her left 
for her heroic heart to beat in. NeAv 
Orleans is gone; A’'icksburg falls; 
Gettysburg is lost; armies wither; 
exiles make their homes in battle; 
slender battalions do the duty of di­ 
visions. Generals die In the thick 
fight; captains become generals; a 
private is a company. Luxuries dis­ 
appear; necessities become luxuries. 
Fields áre Avasted, crops and barns 
are burned, flocks and herds are con­ 
sumed, and nauglit is left but “ man 
aud 
ste e l-th e 
soldier 
and 
his 
sword.” 
The desolate winter lays white and 
bleak upon the laud; its chill AA’inds 
are resisted by Avarm and true affec­ 
tions. 
A tlanta, Mobile, Charleston, Sa­ 
vannah fall—the Confederacy is cut 
to piece.s. Its 
fragments become 
countries AA'ith frontiers or skirmish 
lines and capitals on horseback. 
Ports are sealed—the world and tlie 
South are parted. 
All the dearer 
seems the scant sky that hangs over 
her bleeding children. 
On aud on aud on come the thick­ 
ening masses of the Nortli—bra\’e 
men. bra-yclv led and ably command­ 
ed; an d as those of the South groAV 
thinner, theirs groAV stronger. Hoxao 
sinks; despair stiffens courage. 
Everything fails but manhood aud 
Av’omauhood. Tuo Avomau cooks and 
Aveaves and Avorks, nurses the scricic- 
en, and buries her dead, and cheers 
her living. The man stands to his 
gun behind Johnston, beliind Lee, 
Petersburg and Eichmond starA’e and 
bleed and yet stand dauntless. And 
here amongst you—Avhiie the thun­ 
ders shake the Capitol and the AVin- 
dow panes of his home and the earth 
trembles—here stands Jeflerson Da­ 
vis unshaken, untrem bling, toiling 
to give bread to his armies and their 
kindred, toiling to hold up the fail­ 
ing arras ot his v'eterana, uiibelieA’ing 
that heaven could decree the fall of 
such a people.

druggist told her that fiA'e grains 
would do no good; she had better 
take ten grains; Avhicb she did. She 
had no sooner reached the train than 
she Avas seized with fainting, bathéd 
in cold perspiration, pulse sank to 
forty per minute, and only after ex­ 
treme measures and application of 
poAA’erful stim ulation did she recover 
her heart poAver. 
. 
The medical jirofession are not yet 
themselves acquainted Avith this jiow- 
erfiil drug. One thing Ave dp knoAV: 
it is as great a heart-depressant as 
any drug we haA’e. And we also 
knoAv tliat m any cases of sudden. 
heart-fciiure and death have been , 
aud are due to its unguarded use. 1 
have been almost staggered at the, 
doses people take, aud it does seem a 
shame that it can be bought in the 
open m arket w ithout prescription. It 
is a iioiaon, and is not intended for 
promiscuous use any more than ar­ 
senic or strychnine,

McCnll was also interviewed, but 
declined to state h is case through the 
newspapers. 
“There arc two sides to the case” 
Said Mr. McCall, and I don’t care to 
state m y case through the newspa­ 
pers. A t the proper time and place, 
before the State Alliance, I will state 
the facts as I know them and make 
some disclosures that w ill prove in­ 
teresting and startling.” 


The follow ing is a paragraph ex­ 
tracted from our AA’aahington letter 
of February 8rd.: 


“Kothiug like the scenes that pre­ 
ceded the taking of tlie AA’est A’^ir- 
ginla cqnteatecl election c.asc have 
been witm.'^.sed in tlic House in many 
years. Speaker Reed more than ful­

Of course, this -was only some 
of Mr. Reed’s sardonic humor, a cyn- 
icai conceasioii to appearances. 
Sir. 
Reed was placed in the Speaker’.^ 
chair because it was believed that he 
Could be relied on to do the serious 
work party exigency required should 
be done in the House of Representa­ 
tives, and anyone, Dem ocm t or Re­ 
publican, who imagined Mr. Hoed 
would allow precedent or anything 
sbort of superior physical force .stand 
in the way of doiug wli.st iiis party 
expected him to do, plainly liad an 
im perfect knowledge or the gonilc- 
m an’s char.icterisUc.s. 
iVrlnips Jfr. 
Reed’s guerrilla raids on jneceiieut 
result in a much-needed inoilerniz.a- 
___tion Of parliamentary 
proeedure; 
still, it would have been better if 
these raids had been made for other 
than im m ediate, uninistnkaide and 
um nitigaied piirfcy purposes. 


AA’^asiiington, February 3.—Car­ 
lisle has prepared for publication the 
following statement of the present 
position of the Democratic members 
of the House, which, is to be signed 
by all of tliem : 
The present situation in the House 
of Representatives is so auamalous, 
and the unprecedented decisions of 
the Sneaker are so full of danger to 
the integrity of future legislation 
that •we consider it our duty to sub­ 
m it a brief statement of facts in or­ 
der th at the propriety of the course 
we have taken may be fairly deter­ 
mined. 


U N W ARKAXTABIiE D ELA Y. 
The House met on December 2, 
18S9, and im m ediately organized by 
the election of a Speaker and other 
officers. On the same day by a reso­ 
lution of the House the Speaker was 
autliorizod to appoint a Committee 
on Rules and the rules of the last 
preceding House were referred to the 
committee. The committee, consist­ 
ing of the Speaker him self and four 
other members, was appointed on 
December 5, and on the 9th it made 
a report authorizing the Speaker to 
appoint all other committees and de­ 
fining their jurisdiction. The Com­ 
mittee on Elections, to which w.ss 
referred all cases involving the rights 
of members to their seats, -was ap­ 
pointed December 9th. 


T H E HOUSE W ITH O U T LAW S. 
Although nearly tw o’m onths have 
elapsed since the Committee on Rules 
was appointed, it has made no report 
upon the matters referred to it, ex­ 
cept a partial one made December 9, 
and consequently the House has been 
compelled to 
conduct its business 
w ithout any rule or system except 
the general parliamentary law as 
construed by the Speaker. There 
has been no calendar, no order of 
busicess, no fixed tim e to receive re­ 
ports from committees or tor the con­ 
sideration of bills or resolutions, and, 
in fact, no regular methods whatever 
in the proceedings of the House. 
The American House of Representa­ 
tives has been during all this time, 
and still is, so far as rules for its gov­ 
ernment are concerned, in precisely 
the sam e condition as a popular 
m eeting or political convention in 
w hich the Chairman and his parti­ 
sans absolutely control all proceed­ 
ings. K o measure can get before the 
House for consideration unless the 
Speaker chooses to allow it to be pre­ 
sented, and members have no means 
of knowing in advance w hat they are 
to be called on to discuss or decide. 


U X PREO ED EN TED SITU A TIO N . 


This is tile first tim e in our history 
that a Legislative Assem bly, or even 
a public meeting, has attempted to 
transact business for any considera­ 
ble period without a regular code of 
rules proscribing the order of its pro­ 
ceedings, and the inconvenience and 
injustice resulting from such an at­ 
tempt have been forcibly illustrated 
in the iireaont instance. 
The Speak­ 
er has repeatedly, during these ex­ 
traordinary proceedings, refused to 
entertain parliamentary'motions that 
have been recognized as legitimate 
ever since the Government was es­ 
tablished, and when attempts have 
been made to ajipeal from his deci­ 
sions he has refused to submit the 
question to the House. B y his arbi­ 
trary ruiings, sustained in some in­ 
stances by less than a quorum he has 
subverted nearly every principle of 
constitutional 
auci 
parliamentary 
law heretofore recognized 
in the 
House. 


PA K SISA N PURPO.SES. 
This personal and partisan domi­ 
nation of the House ivas submitted 
to, though not without repeated pro 
tost, until we became convinced that 
it was the deliberate purpose of the 
Speaker and his supporters to pro­ 
ceed without rules to oust the Demo­ 
cratic members whose seats are con- 
tcatecl and admit their Republican 
opponents, whetlior elected or not. 
Ou AVecinesday, January 29th, the 
Coinmittoe on Elections called up 
the contested election case and the 
Doniocratic 
merahers 
determ ined 
that in the absence of rules it should 
uot be considered if they could pre­ 
vent it by aiiy proper pariiameatary 
proceedings. Accordingly' they'rais­ 
ed the question of consideration, de­ 
manded the yeas and nays, and ou a 
call of the roll refrained from vot­ 
ing. The result was that ieas tiiau a 
constitutional quorum voted, but the 
Speaker, in violation of the uniform 
practice of the House for more than 
a century, proceeded to count the 
me.'nbera who were present but not 
voting, aud declared that the House 
bad decided to take tiie case up. 
From this decision an appeal w.as ta­ 
ken, and on motion to lay this ap­ 
peal on the table tiie .yeas aud na.ys 
were taken and less than a quorum 
voted, but the Speaker again counted 
the members not voting and decided 
that the UAtlion was agreed to aud 
his riiiiug thereb.y sust.airiod. 


A B EA L qU O K U Jr. 
The constitution of the United 
States provides that a majority of 
eacli Ifousn ‘‘shall constituta a quo­ 
rum to do hi!.<;ino.s.s, but .a smallcr 


number may adjourn from day to 
day, and may bo authorized to com­ 
pel the attendance of absent mem­ 
bers in such a manner and under 
such penalties as each House may 
provide.” 
Another clause of the 
constitution requires each house to 
keep a journal of its proceedings, 
and provides that when ouo-fifth of 
the members present desire it ‘‘the 
yeas and nays shall be taken on any 
question and entered on the jour­ 
nal. Since the beginning of the Gov­ 
ernment under 
the 
constitution, 
more than 100 years ago, the House 
of Representatives aud the Senate 
have uniformly' construed the first 
clause of the coastitution quoted 
above to mean that a majority of all 
the members must' be present and 
actually participating in the transac­ 
tion of business, aud'taat whenever 
upon a call of the yeas and nays it 
appeared from the journal, which is 
the only official record, that less than 
the constitutional quorum has voted 
on any proposition the vote was a 
nullity, and no further business 
could be done until the requisite 
number appeared and voted. Every 
presiding officer in the Senate and 
every Speaker in the House, except 
the present one, has held that when 
leas than a quorum voted on the call 
of the yeas and nays, no matter how 
m.'iny m ight be actually present, it 
was his duty to take notice of the 
fact and declare the pending bill or 
motion had not passed. 
AVhen a 
vote is uot taken by the yeas and 
nays it is not entered upon the jour­ 
nal, hut if any member makes a 
fioint that no quorum has voted, the 
proceeding is nullity and the vote 
must be taken over. . 


T H E PBESU M I’TION OF LAW 
is that when nothing appears to tbo 
contrary', the proceedings of a logis- 
lative body are regular and valid, 
and, therefore, wben the official rec­ 
ord does not show that loss than a 
quorum voted, or attention is not 
called to the fact in such way as to 
furnish legal evidence of it, the ques­ 
tion cannot be 
made 
afterward. 
Many bills have been passed wlien 
there was no quorum voting, and it 
is equally true that many have pass­ 
ed when there was no quorum actu­ 
ally present, but this does not prove 
th.at the proceeding would have been 
valid in either case if the official rec­ 
ord had shown the fact. 
In order to secure certainty and 
stability in the administration of the 
law, it is the rule in our jusrispru- 
deuce that when a particular 
con­ 
struction of the constitution or a 
statute has been for a long time ac­ 
quiesced in, not only by those whose 
duty it is to execute it, but 
also by 
those whose personal and property 
rights are .affected by it, the courts 
w ill recognize it as the true construc­ 
tion and enforce it accordingly. Even 
if this were an original question it 
would not be difficult to show that 
the practical construction of the con­ 
stitution which was prevailed in the 
House and Senate for over 100 years 
is the correct one. 
Speaker Reed 
him self, when in the m inority on the 
fioor of the House, stated the true 
meaning and true philosophy of the 
constitution when he said: 
“The constitutional idea of a quo­ 
rum is not the presence of a majority 
of all the members of 
the 
House, 
but 
a 
m ajority 
of 
the 
mem­ 
bers present and participating in the 
business of the House. 
It 
is 
not 
their visible presence, but their judg­ 
ment and votes which the constitu- 
calls for.” 
Gen. Garfield, Blaine, 
Hawley, 
Conger, Robeson and other promi­ 
nent Republicans have 
taken 
the 
same position and their arguments 
have never been answered. 
If .any 
legal or political question 
cau 
be 
settled in this country by the long 
.acquiesence of jurists and statesmen 
of all parties, certainly this question 
lias jiassed beyond the domain 
of 
discussion. 
FROTE.ST A DUTY. 
AA’lien, 
therefore, 
the 
present 
Speaker repudiated this settled con­ 
struction of the constitution and de­ 
cided that when tlie official record, 
which the constitution requires the 
House to keep, shows on the call of 
the yeas and nays that a quorum has 
not voted, he can count the members 
present and not voting, and thus by 
his own act, outside of tlie recorded 
vote determine tliafc a measure has 
passed we consider it our duty, as a 
part of tlio representatives of the peo­ 
ple, to enter our protests in every 
form availabio to us under the cir­ 
cumstances. 
AVe are not contending 
for the right of tlie minority to gov­ 
ern, as the supporters of the Speaker 
have endeavored to make the coun­ 
try believe. 
On tiie contrary we are 
denying the right of the minority to 
eject members from their seats or to 
pass laws for government of the jieo- 
ple! U ndcrthe constitution a major­ 
ity of the memliers of the House con­ 
stitute a quorum to do business, and 
we arc sim ply insistingthat less than 
a majority ahali not do business. AA’e 
are contending that 
the 
majority 
shall 
take 
the 
responsibility 
which proporl.y belongs to them and 
sliali come to the House of Represen­ 
tatives aud vote if they desire to con­ 
trol its proceedings, and we .are pro­ 
testing against their right to carry 
their nioasurcs by eountinii ua when 
we do not vote. 
AIISU BI) c L A n r. 
The claim of the majority that they 
liavc a riglit to govern the House 
without atteriding its sessions and 
taking part in tbo conductof its busi­ 
ness is too preposterus to require ref- 
utaiiov.. It 111uM lie evident to any­ 
one wlio nnderstands the position 
taken by the Democratic m inority in 
tlie House that it cacnot possibly re­ 
sult in any injury to tlio country or 
in any injustice to the majority. Its 
only oiiect w ill bo to n.'iinpel the lie- 
piililic.an majority 
cloctcd by the 


people to as.suine the responsibility 
imposed upon tbeni. 
On the other 
hand, no one can foresee evils that 
may result from the inauguration of 
the practice of counting votes not 
cast in order to make a quorum. U n­ 
der it a minority of the members 
elected to the House and Senate may 
pass the most tyrannical laws for the 
oppression-of the people 
and 
the 
most corrupt laws for the spoliation 
of the public treasury. 
AVhother so 
intended or not, its direct tendency 
is to breakdown the’barriers hereto­ 
fore existing for the jiroteotion of 
the citizen against the encroach­ 
ments of power and the spoliation of 
the Treasury by destroying the lim i­ 
tations which the constitution has 
w isely imposed upon the legislative 
department. Constitutions are made 
to restrain mnjoritiea 
and 
protect 
minorities. A majority ruling w ith­ 
out lim itations or restraints upon its 
power is pure despotism, and is in­ 
consistent with our system of govern- 
ment- 


Ciiciip Iron. 


“ AVe can mako iron in Alabama, 
send it to Pennsylvania, and sell it 
there for .‘fSper ton cheaper than they 
can make it,” was the deliberate ut­ 
terance this week of one of tho most 
em inent Southern engineers. AVhen 
asked whether iron could be made 
anywhere in the world cheaper than 
in Northern Alabama, the gentleman 
said without liessitation that only 
one other region anywhere had the 
advantage of the Soutli, and it was 
doubtful whether oven they could do 
better. Possibly the Cleveland dis­ 
trict in England cau produce iron a 
shade cheajier tliaii Alabama, but he 
was not sure of it.—Rajlway Review.

Last Tv<»k was one of unpsralleled 
excitem ent in Congress, growing out 
of tho^usurpation of power on the 
part of Speaker Heed by repeatedly 
tleolaring a quorum present when no 
quorum voted, in yioiatiou of tbo 
custom in Congress of the p.ast hun­ 
dred jre'ars, and by bis further viola­ 
tion of all parliam entary Jaw in re­ 
fusing to put a motion to adjourn, 
when made by Democrats, and by 
his Impudent questioning of the mo­ 
tives of Democrats in making cer­ 
tain motions. N ot haviug a quorum 
o f‘Republicans present, and being

I rise, Mr. Speaker, to a ques­ 
tion of personal privilege. 
The Speaker. The gentleman from 
Indiana. 
Mr. Bynum. Before the vote was 
taken on this question, I rose and 
addressed the Chair and made a mo­ 
tion to adjourn, which was a proper 
and parliam entary motion. 
The Chair, in defiance of parlia­ 
m entary law', in defiance of right and 
justice, in defiance 
, 
The Speaker. The gentleman from 
Indiana will be in order. 
Mr. Bynum. 
The gentleman from 
Indiana is in order. 
[Applause on 
the Democratic side.] I propose, Mr. 
Speaker, to stand liere in behalf of 
the rights of the constituency I rep­ 
resent on this floor [appiause on the 
Democratic side], a 
constituency 
equal in intelligence, equal in patri­ 
otism----- 
A Member. B ut they are not here. 
[Laughter and Applause on the Re­ 
publican side.] 
Mr. Bynum . Ah, sir, they are now' 
present, and I am standing here as 
their representative to sustain their 
lights against the arbitrary, the out­ 
rageous and dam nable rulings of the 
Chair. [Apidause on the Democratic 
aide.) . And so far as I am rosiionsi- 
ble the people I represent shall not 
be silenced or gagged on this floor. 
[Applause on the Democratic sido.] 
You, sir, have violated more than 
any m an on this floor parliam entary 
rules, parliam entary practice. 
You

[Per Curiam.] 
The statute allows no appeal from 
the action of a Probate Judge refus­ 
ing to grant a license to retail spirit­ 
uous liquors, and heneo, if this bo re­ 
garded as a direct appeal from such 
order of relusal, as inform it appears 
to be, it m ust be dismissed. 
The caso is not covered by section 
oGIO of the Code (ISSG), ■frhich allows 
an ajjpeal to thi.s court from “any fi­ 
nal decrees of the court of probate, or 
from any final judgement, order or 
decrees of tho judge of probate.’’ An 
order refusing to grant 
a 
license 
w hether the act he the exercise of a 
m inisterial or quasi judicial func­ 
tion, would more be a final order or 
decree than a like refusal to approve 
a bond of an olficer would be. It is 
no such adjudication of the right in ­ 
volved as would be a bar to a subse­ 
quent renewal of the s.amc applica­ 
tion by the same person on the same 
state of facts, and this is tho test of a 
final decree. It could be reconsider­ 
ed at any tim e witlm ut regard to the 
act of previous refusal. 
This 
has, 
heretofore, been tlie universally ac­ 
cepted interpretation of this section 
of tho Code iu tlie 
practice 
before 
this court. 
So tho c.ase is equally bad for want 
of jurisdiction, if we regard tlio pro­ 
ceeding as an application for a pcr- 
em ptorj' w rit of mandamus to issue 
directly from tliis court to the pro­ 
bate judge of Calhoun county to com­ 
pel him to issue sucli license, the is­ 
sue of a rule nisi being expressly 
waived by the respondent. 
We bnve decided that we will not 
grant a mandamus from this court to 
a probate judge in the first instance. 
The application m ust be first presen­ 
ted to the circuit court or other court 
of commensurate jurisdiction, and 
be refused by th at tribunal, before 
the supervisory action of this court 
can be inv'oked. The jictitioner h.av- 
Ing failed to make any application 
whatever to th at court for relief, we 
m ust decline to entertain hispetition 
hero. E.x parte Pearson, 7G Ala., 521; 
Pinney vs. W illiam s, GO Ala., .811. 
There is another ground which 
would also justify the refusal of a 
perem ptory w rit, suchas is sought by 
tho i>etitioner. 
The record shows that the popular 
vote has been taken in Calhun coun­ 
ty, under tlie provisions of the act of 
December 7th ISSG, (Acts 1.SSG-S7, p. p. 
671-G73,) relating to local prohibition 
of tho liquor traffic in tlvat county, 
and that a m ajority of 
tlie 
voters 
were in fav'or of 
sucii 
jiroliibitory 
measures. This act provides tliat, in 
sucli event, it shall be tlio duty of the 
probate judge to record the result in 
hi.s office, and to give notice for th ir­ 
ty days by publication in 
all 
the 
newspapers publisbod in the county, 
th at a m ajority of the qualified vo­ 
ters, wlio voted at such election vo­ 
ted for prohibition. 
This notice is shown b.y tlie record 
to liavc been inserted in all the news­ 
papers imblishecl in Calhoun county 
on December 27tli, 1880, and was in 
process of being perfected at tlie time 
tlio ca.se was decided by tlio probate 
judge. A t this timo, January SOtii, 
1890, when this opinion is proiiiuiga- 
tcd, it is fair to infer th a t tho requi­ 
site notice lias been completed. 
Under tiiese circumstances, if we 
liad jurisdiction of

should decline to issue a peremptory

As it is well 
kuovvh that I took first , and, second 
prizes a t, the . Pie.dmont exposilion, 
hist October, of .tloO, on the ear corn 
exhibited. I receive frequent inqui­ 
ries as to my mode^mf cultiv.ation, 
etc.. Now, as I cannot give each in­ 
dividual atteution, I liavo concluded 
to give my mode through yoiu cxcei- 
lont paper. '................... 
1. Turn laud as early' iii fall as 
possible; let it rernain ■ until' just 
time enough to get it in condition to 
plant. 
. 
2. Then run alieavy borrow over, 
cross break and run harrow; just as 
you go to plant m ark offwitlv a small 
tongue plow.. Cover lightly with a 
doub'e-tooth barrow so as to form a 
small ridge over the mask. 
3. In about a week harrow the en­ 
tire surface offlightly, anclas soon as 
it is large enough to plow use tongue 
plow as deep as the land is broken, 
then .after that use no.thing but doub­ 
le-shovel, gradually rise to the surr 
face so as to avoid breaking the roots. 
Corn is a plant that gathers- its 
strength from tl.e top soil. It is a 
mistake to .plant deep ..and keep 
throwing the dirt to it every' time it 
is worked. I have made corn farm­ 
ing a special ty for thirty' y'ears, and 
wiieu you keep piling the dirt to it 
when planted in a deep furrow, it 
causes the top root to decay', and. 
then the corn remains at a standstill 
until it puts out surface roots enough 
to enable it to send down another 
top root. 
It is well to get the laud iu good 
condition as earl,y' as the season will 
allow planting, as early planting 
pretty nearly always hits the season, 
and is a sure chance of a crop. 
W ell, now, brother farmers, Í have 
endeavored in ray' plain, corn field 
way, to give my mode of corn cul­ 
ture. If any' of you liave a bettor 
mode I would be giad to bear from 
you. I raise com that picked oars 
weigh two and one-half pounds, and 
forty ears siiell a bushel. 
Now, if 
.you want the proof, just call around 
aud I will furnish it.

jACKSOxvir.RE, Feb. 5.—Y'esterciay' 
was a red letter day' in tlie history of 
Jacksouvillo. On that day ivas in-, 
aiigurated w ork ;iB along the line of 
the Blue inounlaiu miner.al r.aUroad, 
a road which is destined to have a 
tremendous effect in tlie develop­ 
m ent of this brown .hemetUc iron re­ 
gion, and especially- ^ that portion 
about iacksonviilo. 
As is uiatural,; 
Anniston is getting tlic credit of this 
outerprisc, but in point offact Annis­ 
ton has contributed nothing to 
its 
building except to snow a 
libera) 
spirit tow'ard it in giving it riglit of 
way and term inal facilities. Iu this 
m atter the Aiiuislon city land com­ 
pany; and Woodstosk. iron .company 
have liceii very generous. 
The city 
council of Aiiuiston .too has sliowu 
great public siiirit, and a true appre­ 
ciation of the importance of the road 
by extending it valual'le privileges on 
the streets of the city ; but jiistiec to 
.Taolcsonville requires tbat her part 
iu tiie undertaking sbould bo known 
to the public. Air. Giaboury, 
Capt. 
Jam es Crook and Air. 0. D. Afartin, 
allJaeksouville men, iiiay be said to 
be the projectors aud moving spirits 
of the enterprise. -All of them at va­ 
rious times have visited New York 
in its interest, but to Air. Gaboury is 
mainly due tlie credit of getting the 
c:ipit:iiists of New ATork to under^ke 
its building. Ho is a civil engineer 
of note as well as a tliorougbly' in­ 
formed man generally,'and was able 
to present the project properly to the 
attention of men of means. He was 
combattsd at every point by strong iu- 
llucnces, but his iiidomitable energy 
and grit, bucked by tlie real resources 
of the proposed road won the light. 
Tills is not the Hr.st rail road 
Ain 
Guboiiry has built. 
He has ueA'or 
failed in an underliikiiig 
of 
this 
character, and be 'will never stop un­ 
til Jacksouville has all the railroads 
necessary to tlic development of her 
boundless resources. The people of 
the town of .Iacksonviilo and the 
farmers along tlie line of road,be­ 
tween Jacksouvillo and 
Anniston 
contributed, as a bonus, over ^150,000 
iu cash and land aud mineral rights 
to tlie enterprise. 
Tlio whole road 
will co.st near .'r-500,0nn, and m:iy' bo so 
extended throngliout this m ineral 
region until the cost may be doubled. 
As projected, about thirty miles ivill 
bo built, altuough it is only twelve 
miles from Jacksonville to Anniston. 
The remainder will lie taken up in 
brandies to the iron mines of this 
valley and a projection to a connec­ 
tion witli tlio East aud AVest railroad 
near iiero. The completion of this 
road will open up tremendous depos­ 
its of fine brown heiuctite iron ore, 
which can be maiiufaetured cheapest 
lierc at Jackson ville.

T his tim e the train robber was in 
Florida, and six detectives, w itli 
double-barreled shot guns, we.re on 
his track. 
F o r m onths th ey have 
follow ed him , and at last located 
him in th e w ilds of Florida, 
T h in k of th e unfitness of things 
w hen a. train robber, whose repu ta­ 
tion extends from one end of the 
country to the other, is found quietly 
w orking in the country, driving au 
ox team for 75 cents a day. T h at’s 
w hat B urrow was doing, tlioiigh, and 
w hile he m ade good his escape, the 
express officials confiscated liis o.xeu 
and wagon and sold them in M ilton, 
F la. 
The m an who bought them 
says lie w ill take tliem to Mobile aud 
during the niardi gras festivities will 
have them on exliibiliou. 
Y esterday a w ell-know n official of 
th e Southern E xpress Com pany, who 
w as in F lorida w hen the attem pt was 
m ade to catch Rube, wms in the city, 
and gaye an A ge-H erald m an the 
story ju st as it happened. 
O ur detectives, said the official, as­ 
certained some weeks ago th a t Rube 
B urrow had left h is usual lia u n tsin 
L am ar county, A labam a. 
W e a t first supposed th a t ho had 
gone to Texas, b u t we have a ll ap­ 
proaches to Texas so w ell guarded 
th a t it was h ard ly possible for him 
to escape into th a t State, w’here he 
is know n to have some friends who 
w ould harbor him . 
The trail w as a difficult one, but 
finally after scouring the country in 
every possible direction, one of our 
detectives discovered th a t B urrow 
had crossed the A labam a river near 
G ainestow n, A la., aud on the llth of 
D ecem ber had driven au ox cart into 
ITom aton, A la., aud there purchased 
a lot of provisions and m ade inquiry 
for logging cam ps in Santa Rosa and 
E scam bia counties, Florida. 
W e had n o t expected to find so 
bold a train robber assum ing the (jui- 
et role of team ster of an ox cart, aud, 
w hile this guise destroyed tlie iden­ 
tity of the train robber, blazed the 
w ay of bis trail, whicli, though slow, 
was sure dow n, through the pine 
barrens of F lorida until he was loca­ 
ted in the em ploy of W. B. .Allen, 
for w hom he was hauling freiglit to 
Live Oak, a logging camp and land­ 
ing in Santa R osa countj-, eighteen 
m iles distan t from Yellow R iver fer­ 
ry.

woody. - 
H ere our forces w ere disposed so 
th a t w ith th e arriv al of Burrow , he 
was to bo sim ultaneously covered 
w ith six double barreled shot guns, 
aud called upon to surrender. 
Wc 
felt certain th a t uuder tlioso condi­ 
tions he could have been captured 
w ithout bloodshed. 
Burrow bad made two trips each 
week for four week.s to tiio ferry, 
never failing to arrive uclvvceu 2 and 
3 p. m. 
Our wMch sat in jiatient w aiting 
from noon u n til approaching dark- 
nes.s m ade us feel th a t each passing 
m om ent was bringing the advantage 
of darkness to the enem y. 
I t was absolutely certain th a t if he 
arrived after nightfall he w ould stop 
and spend the night a t tlie ferrym an’s 
house, on the brow of the liill, tliree 
quarters of a m ile distant, and with 
tlie possible chance of his gaining 
knowledge 
of our presence, 
wc 
thougiit it prudent to cliange our 
cover a t the ferry for (h at aíTorded 
by a vacant school house im m ediate­ 
ly east of the ferrym an’s house, so 
that, the robber could bo captured as 
be approaclied the ferry m an ’s house 
from the east side. 
K now ing tliat B urrow carried al­ 
ways a sunrlj- of lied clothing and 
ivoiild probably cam p out, coatiau- 
ing the trip to tlic ferry the next 
m orning, we were uncertain as to 
his arrival after dark, aud indeed 
bad begun to despair of bis comin, 
in th a t day at all as the ferrym an 
liad heard incidentally, from a party 
who had arrived In the forenoon 
from tlie camp, th a t one of bis o.xen 
was sick. This, as afterw ards ascer­ 
tained, was the cause of Burrow be­ 
ing late. 
W hile we were changing our cover 
from the ferry to the school house, 
after dark and w ithin .300 yards of 
the ferrym an’s house, B loxtou, the 
ferrym an, brought news of the fact 
th at Burrow' had ju st driven u]i to 
the house and was com ing dow'u to 
the ferry. 
Our party grouped itself .about the 
roadw ay aw aiting bis approach, even 
under the disadvantage of darkness 
aud w ant of cover. A m essenger was 
sent back to stop the linck, w hich 
was being slowly driven after our 
party and wliicli was liiriied into tlie 
woods so as to avoid being seen. 
U nfortunately the terrym an was 
absent from lionie ail day, and tlie 
¡Dformation had be.cn given to the 
wife of Bloxtou th at be was at the 
ferry w ith some 
cam p 
hunters. 
W hile Burrow did not go into the 
house, the woman was heard to re­ 
ply to B urrow ’s question, "W here 
is Mr. B loxtou?” tlia t lie was at the 
river w itli some c.amp liuuters. 
B urrow rem arked that he would 
leave his team aud go down aud see 
B loxtou. 
B eing on the alert it is quite cer­ 
tain B urrow made a recouuoissance 
dow'u the liill and found tlnat men 
were about tlie place, aud leaving his 
o.x cart iie skipped.

The States are to be 
deprived of a ll authority in elections 
c.xeept those purely local—Congres­ 
sional districts are to be m ade in 
W ashington and all process control­ 
ling Congressional aud R resideutial 
elections is^to issue from the N ation­ 
al capital;* 
This w ill he revolutionary and sub­ 
versive of the' ooiislitutiou, bu t th a t 
doesn’t deter tho 
R epublicans from 
attemi»tiug it. T heir present m ethod 
of proceeding to obtain unobstructed 
control of tlie House shows how lit­ 
tle regard they liave for precedent 
aud authority. 
To the South the present attitude 
01 tlie ReiHibliean jiarty is calculated 
to aw aken the m ost serious appro- 
heiisioii. The party has nothing but 
enm ity for this section. Its press 
aud its jioliticians give constant indi­ 
cations of m alevolence for every­ 
thing Soutiiern, and their chief de­ 
sire for a strong contral governm ent 
is in order th at they m ay be the bet­ 
ter able to annoy the .South. I t is 
thirteen j-ears since H ayes w ithdrew 
the trooiis from the Soutti, and dur­ 
ing th a t tim e this section has enjoyed 
unprecedented prosperi ty . I t has de­ 
veloped its m ineral w ealth, built 
num erous railroads aud 
factories, 
and greatly increased its agricultural 
output. T he Southern people had 
alm ost lost th eir old dread of the Re­ 
publican party, and had forgotten its 
hostile intentions toward them .

to the sam e purpose w ith M'hich it 
begun, of lium iliating the South. 
Tho sum iaary proceedings w hich 
have lately characterized the H ouse 
have no reference to the tarifi', to 
silver or any other ecouomicai i.s.suo. 
Tliey m ean sim ply th a t the R epubli­ 
can party seeks to fix itself in perm ­ 
anent control of the G overnm ent aud 
to.provide m eaus by w hich it can 
dom inate the South. 
There is hu t one escajie and th a t 
lies in, the fairness of the N orthern 
people. To tiieir sense of justice aud 
to their interest in m aintaining the 
m aterial pros{ierity of tiiis section wo 
m ust depend for another Democratic 
Congre.ss in spite of the N ational 
election law w hich the {iresent Con­ 
gress m ay enact.—B irm ingham Age 
H erald.

Do you believe the {irohibitiou law 
now iu force in C alhoun county? 
I certainly do believe th at Calhoun 
county's prohibition law is all right, 
aud w ith evidence th a t would ju stify 
a conviction I slioulcl m ost assurediy 
convict every tiine, and would not 
feel the slightest uneasiuess as to the 
result in the higlicr courts. I th in k 
the higher courts have intim ated as 
strongly as they could th at the re­ 
cent publication puts the law into 
force.

Some men do not think anything 
of spending two or three dollars an 
acre on their land for guano, year 
after year, but they will kick like a 
two year old mule a t spending a red 
cent on m aking good roads to their 
fields. They prefer the good old way 
when it took two mules and a nigger 
with a hand spike to pull a bale of 
cotton to tho nearest railroad station, 
with incidental breakage of the wag­ 
on and wear and tear of stock.

They then hadgood land, but 
poor roads. They nextliauled “ nig­ 
ger-head” rocks six miles and Mc- 
Adamized the roads, taxing each 
farm its proportionate share for this. 
The total expenditure was about six 
dollars an acre, but the instant the 
work was done the laud was worth 
one hundred dollars an acre and not 
for sale at that price. Here is some­ 
thing for the farmers of Calhoun to 
think of. Here whore we liayo ma­ 
terial along every roadside, placed 
there by nature, for building fine 
roads, it is our sham e that we do not 
have them. 


■ Since it has b e ^ defmitely settled 
that Calhoun county has a candidate 
for Governor, we shall from week to 
week give our readers the comments 
of the press of the State as to the v.a- 
rious candidates, so that tliey rn.ay 
keep posted 011 the situation in which 
they will now be more greatly in­ 
terested than over.

Tlie I’roilt te l)^ .Mr.fic Fniiii '3'Iiis Iii- 
iliisfryin the Smith. 


That there is fine money to be imnle 
in stock and grain fanning in 
the 
Southern States has been oft demon­ 
strated but a brilliant bit of light on 
tills line is furnlshod by .Tamos M. 
Smith, wlio owns a fine stock form 
near Athens, Ga. 
To make a profit of $100,000 from 
one hundred acres of ground in ten 
years seems to be a herculean task, 
but Mr. Smith demonstrates very 
clearly how it can be accomplisliod: 
Col. Smitli has now over 500 head 
of cattle, and wiil increase his herd 
to a uum berof l,000jcows. Col. Smith 
was the first man in the south to util­ 
ize cotton seed hulls as a feed for cat­ 
tle. U ntil he disclosed their real 
value the hulls were tlirown away or 
burned. Tliey contain as much nu­ 
trim ent as any stock feed, and by 
siirinkling a small amount of cotton 
seed meal over them, cattle are made 
seal fat. A tthe Elberton Oil Mills, 
Hon. A. O. Harper tells us that the 
citizens pay $3 per month to have 
their milch cows thus fed. 
Col. Sm ith made this proposition 
to C. M. Seymore, of Elbert county, 
and offered to give him a -written 
guarantee that he would succeed if 
his, (Sm ith’s)'directions were follow­ 
ed. Col. Smith said: 
Y'ou can take 100 acres of average 
good farm ing land, and I 
do 
not 
know auy better soil for the purpose 
than you have iu Goshen district of 
Elbert—and in ten years you can 
make $100,000 clear profit from it. I 
know whereof I speak, and if you 
will try it, and follow my instruction 
to the letter, I will guarantee you to 
clear tliat sum. I t seems incredible, 
but I have had enough exporieuce in 
./arming to be convinced that I do not 
exaggerate. My plan is this. 
“Y'ou must first select ground that 
lays well, and with a clay subsoil, so 
as to retain tbe manure. 
It is not 
necessary that tbe land be rich to 
start oil, for you are expected to make 
the fertility. Y'ou must first clean 
tbe field of every stump and rock, so 
as it can be mowed over. 
You will 
want about ten good, stout mules, 
and experienced plowmen, so as to 
get your crop in at tbe right time. 
Y’ou can use your surplus stock to 
cultivate otlier 
fields. 
Tlie land 
must be subsoiled to a depth of eigh­ 
teen or twenty inches—going down 
deeper every year. Y’our first crop 
will be spring oats—the best variety 
you can find. Under them you must 
put IJOOO pounds of guano to the acre 
—I would suggest the “Davy Crock­ 
ett.” 
Y'our oats will average .100 
bushels per acre, or 10,000 bu.shcls 
from the field. For a good seed oat 
you can get 50 cent per bushel, or 
$5,000 for the crop. Y'ou must mow 
your oats with a machine, as you 
have no time to waste with the cra­ 
dle. So soon as tliey are off the laud 
start every plow to work iilanting the 
field in cotton. This wor.k you should 
finish in eight days. 
Under your 
cotton put 500 pounds more fertili::er 
to every aerc—makiug 1,500 pounds 
in all. This may appear very heavy 
manuring, but it takes a great deal of 
it to go through 20 inches 
of 
soil. 
Then work your crop thoroughly and 
at the right time, and you will gath­ 
er tlic first year $4,000 worth of cot­ 
ton. After paying your expenses, 
place tlie rest of the money at inter­ 
est, which will help to swell your in­ 
come. 
Tlio ucxt year repeat the 
same process, only use, 
say 
2,000 
pounds of guauo per acre. Y’ou will 
find your crop iiicreiising yearly, and 
by tho time the decade expires, there 
is 110 telling what the field will pro­ 
duce—prohalily two bales per acre. 
Y'our laud will be worth in itself a 
fortune, you will have a large sum at 
interest, and if you strike a balance 
sheet I will stake my word and rep­ 
utation as a farmer that you will 
find you have cleared a cool $100,000 
by farming on 100 acres of land in leu 
j-enrs.

The New Y'ork Nation reminds us 
that President Lincoln’s favorite idea 
was tlic colonization of the blacks. 
Lincoln in a message to congros.«i 
iu 1.SÜ1 advocated colonization, and 
jiressed it iu severa! messages iu 
1802. Congress received tbe sugges­ 
tion with favor, and indorsed it iu 
the act emancipating the slaves in 
tlie District of Columbia.

Puli or Honors and liich in Grace'lie 
Passes Over the Jtivcr. 
The venerable and m uch beloved 
Rev. Samuel Henderson, D. D., died 
at Troy last Saturday. 
On his way to attend tho Baptist 
Congress, which has been in session 
at 1'ro3’ this week, he was taken with 
a congestive chill before reaching 
Union Springs, and upon arrival 
there was delayed for some hours. 
He rallied and was carried on to 
Troy, where he was the guest of Dr. 
AA’orthy, and that hospitable home 
received every care and attention, 
kind friends and sympathetic breth­ 
ren could give, but he gradually 
grew worse, and on Saturday yielded 
to the attack, and was called up 
higher. 
Dr. Heuderson was one of the old- 
e.st, ablest and most zealous ministers 
in the Baptist Church iu Alabama, 
and was known and beloved through­ 
out the entire State, more especially 
in East and Northeast Alabama, 
where he bad labored most of bis 
life iu the cause of tbe Master, and 
where his good work has borne the 
best and most lasting fruits. 
For a number of years before, dur­ 
ing and preceding the war, he was 
the pastor of the Baptist Church at 
Tuskegee, and it was there that the 
prime of his life was spent, 
and 
where he did a great work for tho 
church ill which he was a leading 
and sliiniug light. His large and in­ 
teresting familj’ were born and most 
of them reared at 'ruskegeo, and he 
was eloselj' identified w ith that town 
and section, and there was best 
known and liigulj' esteemed. 
As in his Christian duties, he was 
verj' zealous in the affairs of his State, 
aud was an ardent Secessionist, rep­ 
resenting Macon county iu the con­ 
vention which carried the State out 
of the Union, and he made his influ­ 
ence felt in tliat bodj^ and was one of 
its ablest debaters and most influen­ 
tial members. 
The particulars of his illness aud 
death have not been received. AVlien 
they are, a more appropriate notice 
will be giv'en liini. ’The following 
telegram announces bis burial .at Tal­ 
ladega j'csterday:

All this la legitirnato and es­ 
sential to business success. Farm ing 
can never be made siicco.sstiil until 
this policy is adopted. It is a propo­ 
sition openly evident to any man of 
Common intelligence, that no husi- 
Oess will pay that does not add a 
profit to the cost of its products. 
I t becomes every man to know all 
the minor details of his business, 
dare say, there is loss of such infor- 
jMallon among fanners than in any 
other class of our citizens. A shoe­ 
m aker can tell you, at once, the cost 
of the leather, the pegs and tlie thread, 
together w ith the labor necessary to 
Tnak'o: a pair of slices. The black­ 
sm ith can tell yoir the cost oí the 
iron, the nails and the work neces­ 
sary to shoe a horse. Tlie carpenter 
applies the same intelligence to his 
business before he puts a price upon 
his services. Indeed, in all tlic bu.si- 
nessdela'tions of life we expect profits 
to be demanded, based upon the cost, 
except In agriculture. I t is a little 
singular th a t we never expect a farm ­ 
er toW know the cost of ills -wheat, 
oafs, potatoes, peas, corn or cotton. 
May it not be that vro are greatly de­ 
ficient in this particular. May it not 
be that we are giving our energies, 
our years and our eiforls to products 
w ithout a particle of profit, wlien 
there are splendid possibilities with­ 
in our reach in other crops 
This leads me to suggest the pro­ 
priety of a change in the jiolicy of the 
farm. W hen the farmer sells a bush­ 
el of wheat, a barrel of potatoes or a 
hale of cotton, he ought to kno-w ex­ 
actly the profit he is receiving. Many 
farmers object because the process of 
inform ation is too long continued. 
I t begins w ith the preparation of the 
land and goes till harvesting is over. 
This Is, of course, an objection, but 
not a valid one. 
To determine the cost of anj- farm 
product it is only necessary to keep 
regular books against the fields, as to 
m anure and labor expended in the 
preparation and cultiv.ation of laud 
and the gathering and m arketing of 
crops. Tills is not more tedious nor 
objectionable than accounts 
kept 
against articles furnished the hired 
help on the farm. 
These facts, to be accurate, -must be 
determined by the individual farmer. 
K ocne farm er can settle the cost of 
maklug a pound of cotton for any 
other farm er. There are m any ele­ 
ments that enter Into the cost of farm 
products and possibly all of them 
vary In every individual Instance. 
One man cultivates much more in­ 
telligently and economically Uiau 
another. One m an’s methods, m.a- 
nores, stock, food and help come to 
him m uch more cheaply than an­ 
other’s. One m an’s farm may be 
much better adapted to certain crops 
than that of anotiier. The seasons 
upon two farms are not expected to 
he uniform in their benefits, however 
nearly adjacent the farms, astiiey do 
not always find the same crops iu the 
same condition. For the.se reasons, 
together w ith many others, it is plain 
to bo seen th at each farmer must de- 
. 
term ine for himself the cost of liis 
products. 
This information, upon the farm, is 
im portant to determine the most 
economical labor. In all'these years 
of bxperiraent, not many farmers at 
the South can give, accurately tlie 
difieronce in hiring help tor wages or 
for a i>art of tlie crop, because they do 
not know the cost of products uudcr 
either method. It is highly impor­ 
tant that our products should be 
gro-wn at the least possible cost, if m'c 
make our rfibrts avail the mo.st good. 
W'ith this view every lalior-saviug 
method should be applied until tlie 
cost is reduced to the minimum. 
W hat we greatly need upon our 
farms is the same business motliods 
that are used in every otiier eiitcr- 
prise—such a system as wiil let us 
know, nil the time, w hat we are 
doing and -what wo ouglit to do. 
Anything short of this brings us to a 
haphazard lifo that takes its cliances 
for many evils.—W. J. Xortlierii, in 
Southern Cultivator aud Dixie Farm­ 
er.
